During June and July 1968 I was a Detective Sergeant, 
working in C.0.C.8 Department, New Scotland Yard and was the 
working partner of the then Detective Sergeant Alexander EIST. 

I recall that at least on one occasion I escorted from prison 
James Earl RAY to Bow Street Magistrates' Court. I was one of 
a number of Officers eng^ed on this duty and I cannot specifically 
recall D/Sr Eist being present on that occasion but I would assume 
he was as he was my working partner. I did not speak to Ray at 
any time and he did not ever in my presence admit to any offence. 
However, I can recall through having general conversation with 
the then Detective Sergeant Eist that he was of the opinion 
James Earl MY was responsible for the murder of Martin Luther 
king. These conversations would have been at the time RAY was in 
custody in this country.
